FIRST ASTRONCMER ROYAL 


Now that Britain’s premier observa- 
tory isto be at Hurstmonceux in Sus- 
sex instead of at Greenwich, it is. in- 
teresting to recall that the first As- 
tronomer, Royal, John Flamstead, for 
whose work an observatory was built 
at Greenwich, was born just 300 years 
ago at Denby in. Derbyshire. j 

John Flamstead was a life-long In- 
valid. As a boy of fourteen he caught 
cold after bathing, and from this de- 
veloped chronic rheumatism wiic» 
prevented him from attending schooi. 
At home he: devoted himself to the 
study of astronomy, although hrs 
father discouraged him from it and 
wanted him to go into business. 

_By the time John, was twenty he was 
calculating the distance of the Sun 
from the Earth and the positions ot 
the planets. But what chiefly gained 
him fame as a young man was his bot: 
prediction of what would happen »: 
the heavens in 1670; -His-work attrac- 
ted the notice of learned men and he 
was invited to London ao meet S:r 
Isaac Newton and other celebratea 
scientists. 

In 1675, the year in which he was 


ordained as a clergyman, Flamsteau 


was appointed by Charles II to be 
astronomical “observator”’ charged: 
“forthwith to apply hinmelf w:th tme 
most exact care and diligence to the 
rectifying the tables of the motions of 
the heavens, and the places of the 
fixed stars, so as to find out the so 
much ¢esired longtitude of places vi 
the art of navigation.” 

Charles wanted his sailors to find 
their way about. 

The first Greenwich Obsrvatory, de- 
signed by Sir Christopher Wren, was 
hastily built of bricks from Tilbury 
Fort, and wood, iron, and lead from a 
Tower gatehouse, The cost was me: 
from the sale of spoilt gunpowder. In 
this ramshackle building the indom‘t- 
able invalid, Flametead, wit, his own 
erude instruments, founded modern 
astronomy on a salary of $500 a year. 
In the following 13 years he dete~ 
mined the positions of 20,000 stars. 

He died in 1719 and was buried in 
the chancel of Burstow Church, Sur- 
rey, of which he had been for ‘thirty- 
five years the rector.

Gift Parcels 


British Housewives Find The Food 


LONDON.—Canadians packing gift |” 


parcels for the United Kingdom for 
Christmas or any other time might 
remember the British people like to 
be clean as well as full, 

Some soap would be a welcome 
addition to the food parcels. - British 
officials Said the parcels must not 
exceed 11 pounds, of which only seven 
can be food and:.not more than two 
pounds of any one food. The other 
four pounds could include necessities 
like soap and clothing. 

Not more than one parcel monthly 
is allowed and it must be unsolicited. 
These regulations are set forth by 
the Board of Trade which demands 
import permits for almost everything 
brought into the United Kingdom 
apart from gift parcels. 

Customs officials said both new 
and used clothing sent in gift parcels 
are dutiable. Thus while the trade 
board has no objection to clothing 
being part of the parcel the recipient 
may have to pay duty. Although 
many may have received clothing in 
parcls and not been charged duty, 
it does not necessarily mean they 
will escape in the future. 


Officials said the flood of. parcels} 


from the Dominions continues al- 
though there have been recent pro- 
tests that the parcels have not been 
received, If regulations are. contra- 
yened the department has power to 
impound the parcels but one source 
said that—of the millions received in 
the first five months of 1946 only 125 
were stopped in that manner. 

Officials said they doubted that 
many parcels had beén lost in transit 
as lengthy delays still occurred in 
shipments and.-some who protested 
that parcels were stolen or had 
strayed received them later. 

British housewives find the food 
situation more difficult than during 
the war with bread rationed and re- 
ductions in several categories. They 
find it difficult to make food tasty 
and orange .or lemon peel 
help with. Christmas cakes. Nuts 
would be welcome and dried pears, 
apples or apricots. Some raisins and 
currents are available here but 
Canadian chocolate bars, soups, pud- 
dings, canned meat and. the like re- 
main most acceptable.

Oats Beats All | 


Types Of Rust 


OTTAWA, — Canada’s agricultural 
scientists. have come through with 
another victory over nature. 

This time it’s a new man-made 
variety of oats, so new that it hasn’t 
yet been*given a name. Its peculiar 
feature is that it is able to resist all 
the strains of stem and crown rust 
that appear in Canada and which in 
some sections forced farmers to 
abandon oat production and turn to 
other cereals. 4 

The strain also will resist loose 
and covered smut which has made its 
appearance in some _ oat-growing 
OP ODB ee: eeetcese * a em 

The product of 14 years of check- 
ing and crogss-breeding, the .new 
variety has been developed by plant 
breeders and pathologists at the Do- 
minion rust research laboratory at 
Winnipeg. ; 

Officials said it was hoped that by 
next spring some 1,500 bushels of the 
new seed may be available for distri- 
bution to selected seed growers to 
increase production of-seed to the 
point where there will be enough for 
all who want it. 

This is not the first oats variety 
that is resistant to rust, a disease in 
which rust-colored spots develop on 
the stem, leaf or crown of the grain 
and retard its maturity. _But it is 
the first strain that is resistant to all 


’ the various types of rust. 


Work on the. new variety was 
started: in 19832 when some seed of a 
South American variety of oats 
known as Victoria was obtained from 
the United States department of 
agriculture and was crossed with a 
sister strain of Vanguard, a variety 
resistant to certain stem rust and 
now widely-grown across Canada, 


URGES A CHANGE 


Anthony Eden Thinks New Approach 
To Russia Is Necessary 
LONDON.—Anthony Eden,

Churchill’s coalition government, in 
a speech urged adoption of a “new 
approach” to Russia by* Britain and 
the United States because the pres- 
ent relationships contain an “immi- 
nent threat of war.” 

Mr. Eden told an audience at sub- 
urban Watford that only “a new 
spirit and a mew: approach” can 
“avoid fatal consequences.” 

He echoed Mr, Churchill’s call for 
a United States of Europe and said 
“there is no reason why the two 
ideologies” of 
capitalism “should not live together 
in peace if both will ... not back 
their fancies in every other land.” 

“Restraint may be difficult to prac- 

tice, but surely this is not too much 
to ask as the."price for enduring 
peace.” 
. In his discussion of relations with 
Russia, Mr. Eden declined to outline 
a method for a ‘‘new approach”, sug- 
gesting instead that ‘it is for the 
governments to judge how such a 
new approach could be undertaken.” 
He said “too. often suspicions, how- 
ever groundless at- the start, harden 
into facts.” : 

“A positive effort to dissipate these 
suspicions is required from the great 
powers. They cannot be content with 
the day-to-day wrangles of the Paris 
peace conference and the security 
council.” . 


. GETTING MORE FOOD

Alberta Wheat 
Crop Largest 
In Four ¥ ear's 


EDMONTON. — Alberta’s wheat 
crop this year is estimated at 142,- 
000,000 bushels, which is the largest 
yield since 1942, according to figures 
issued by the provincial department 
of agriculture. 

“In spite of smaller acreages of 
oats and barley in Alberta this year, 
the amount of grain harvested will 
be considerably larger than in 1945,” 
says the report. : 

The first estimate of the Dominion 
bureau of statistics indicates a total 
of 110,000,000 bushels of oats and 
52,000,000 bushels of barley this year, 
compared: with 76,000,000 bushels of 
oats and 37,000,000 bushels of barley 
in 1945. Acreages of oats and barley 
were reduced this. year by 11 per 
cent. and seven per cent. respectively. 

The production of spring. rye has 
more :than. doubled compared with 
last year and flax seed shows an in- 
crease in production in spite of fewer 
acres seeded. 

R. M. Putnam, assistant deputy 
minister of agriculture said there 
would: be no particular wheat dam- 
age from frost as practically all this 
grain has been cut. . ' 

He said there were some local 
shortages of farm labor, particularly 
in Stettler district: but generally the 
situation ‘is satisfactory, There are 
about 1,400 eastern farm laborers 
working in Alberta harvest fields.
